Detroit, Mich., July 21.—Governor 


Pingree today handed to the Asso- 
ciated Press a prepared signed inter- 
view, giving what the governor as- 
serts to be "facts which are abso- 
lutely reliable, bearing upon the re- 
lations between General Alger and 
President McKinley, with which the 
public are not familiar." 


At the outset the governor says: 
"I have no hesitation in saying 


that the course pursued by the pres- 
ident in this matter is little less than 
cowardly. 
It is, to say the least, 


very unmanly." 


Governor Pingree/ said his infoma- 


tion did not come from General Al- 
ger, but from "one whose knowledge 
of the facts rannot be disputed." 


Proceeding, he says that repeated- 


ly since the eastern newspapers be- 
gan their attack upon Secretary Al- 
ger, the secietary informed the presi- 
dent that if these press comments 
embarrassed the administration in 
the slightest degree he would resign1 


at once, but the president as often 
protested emphatically that he had 
the utmost confidence in Secretary 
Alger and his conduct of the war de- 
partment and that the country could 
not afford to lose his services. 


The governor says that at the time 
his" alleged alliance" with General 
Alger wns announced and before his 
disavowal of interviews criticising 
the president had reached Washing- 
ton, General Alger told the president 
that upon the slightest intimation 
he would resign, but the president 
refused to entertain the idea for a 
moment. 


As to the "alleged alliance" being 


any reason for asking for General 
Alger's resignation Governor Pin- 


here that Brig. Gen. Henry M. Duf- 
field gave some of the foregoing in- 
formation, but the general declines 
to be interviewed. 


Chase E. Osbdtn, state railroad 


commissioner, who is reputed to be 
General Alger's representative in 
preparing for the senatorial cam- 
paign, spent several hours last night 
at the governor's residence, suppos- 
ably assisting in preparation of the 
governor's statement.

in 1833 in Connecticut. At an ettily 
age he went to Illinois and began 
the practice of law at Shawneetowr 
In 1$57 he removed to Peoiiii and 
there continued the practice of his 
profession until the breaking out oi 
the war of the rebellion when he en- 
tered the union army, rising to the 
rank of- colonel. He distinguished 
himself by bravery on several occa 
sions. In 1866 he was appointed at 
torney general of Illinois. He was 
offered the post of minister to Ger- 
many by President Hayes in 187'J", 
but declined. 


It was as a political orator and 


lecturer on agnosticism that Colonel 
Ingersoli was most celebrated 
His 


equal as a political speaker doubt- 
less did not live in this country. 
His speech placing James G. Blnine 
in nomination for the presidency 
before the republican national con- 
vention in Cincinnati, in 1870. is a 
masterpiece of political oiatoiy, and 
swayed the convention with amaz- 
ing power. It is said that the lights 
were turned out and the convention 
for^d to adjourn to prevent the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine aft -r Col- 
onel Ingrsoll had swept the dele- 


Washington, July 21.—Secretary 


Alger has abandoned the intention 
he entertained of quitting as soon as 
Mr. Meiklejohn arrived and has con- 
cluded to discharge all of the duties 
as secretary of war until the date set 
for his resignation ,August 1st. Act- 
ing upon this determination, he went 
over to the cabinet meeting at 11 
o'clock today, taking with him a 
number of routine matters. 


There was nothing to indicate at 


the cabinet meeting today that any 
change was impending in the presi- 
dent's official family. Secretary Al- 
ger was present nad brought with 
him a considerable amount of busi- 
ness from the war department, which 
was thoroughly discussed. 
It re- 


lated to matters of administration in 
Cuba and to some arrangement being 
made for the organization of troops 
intended for the Philippines. 


The question of General Alger's 


successor wns not mentioned today 
until after he had left the conference 
chamber. Then for half an hour 
those who ermained behind with the 
president discussed informally the 
names of those who had been under 
consideration for the vacancy. These 
included Elilm Root, the distin- 
guished New York lawyer; Ambassa- 
dor Porter, Governor Roosevelt, Gen. 
James H. Wilson, Gen. Leonard 
Wood, Gen. Harrison Gray Otis and 
Gen. Francis V. Greene. 


After canvassing the names with 


singular unanimity, all the members 
of the cabinet agreed with the presi- 
dent that the man 
preeminently 


fitted for the responsible post was 
Mr, Root, and there is no doubt the 
president has made up his mind to 
tender the war portfolio to him. 
That no formal tender has been made 
up to the time the cabinet adjourned 
at 1:10 p. in. can be positively as- 
serted. The members of the cabinet 
themselves were unusually reticent 
after the meeting touching all points 
relating to the question of Geneial 
Alger's successor.

The 
political nickname has clung to the 
profile portraits with which the nobles 
ol' KiiiK Louis' court tried to belittle 
his minister. 


Despite the ridicule attached to the 


name, silhouettes became quite popu- 
lar throughout France, and there are 
many line collections of these simple 
hut ol'leu artistic old portraits still cx- 
taut. 


A few years before the beginning of 


the war of the Ke\olution silhouettes 
became very popular in this country, 
and this form of portraits were seen 
everywhere. Some of these have been 
preserved and are \alnable relics of 
that period.

French customs and fads, and no 
doubt the penchant for silhouettes 
came from our early love of France. 


The greatest genius of the "black art 


in portraiture" was doubtless Ktieune 
lOdouart, a Frenchman who had serv- 
ed as a soldier under Napoleon and 
who became famous as a prolilist in 
Kngland as well as in France. 
One 


day when in Kuglaml he was shown 
some silhouettes. 
His friends, who 


proudly exhibited these pictures of 
thcmsehes, were vexed with the scorn 
he expressed of them. 
lOdouart took a 


pair ol' scissors and \o\\cd that he 
could do belter, and the result proved 
thnl he could. This was the beginning 
of his career as a profile artist. 
He 


possessed the true instinct of likeness, 
and his silhouettes, elaborate, minute 
and full ol' character, rise almost to 
the dignity of line art. 


Among the KllhonetUMs who luive at- 


tained celebrity was Mrs, Leigh Hunt, 
wife of the English poet, essayist and 
editor, v,-ho frequently cut in profile 
the portraits of her husband's most in- 
timnte friends—Byron, Moore, Lamb. 
Shelley and Keats. Some of these por- 
traits are still preserved. 


The art of silhouette cutting is not 


extremely difficult to acquire, though it 
takes patience and some skill. 
The 


primitive process was to trace the out- 
line of the subject from a shadow cast 
by a candle on a sheet of white paper. 
This shadow outline is then reduced or 
enlarged by the use of a pantograph to 
any size the operator desires. 
From 


the model (luis acquired the silhouette 
is cut from black paper or paper of any 
uniform dark tint and mounted on 
white cardboard or cut from \\hite 
paper and placed on a black surface. 
The true silhouettist, however, does not 
resort to these devices, but depends 
only on an artistic eye and deft fingers.

Dr. Talmage Preaches on Human 


Inconsistency.

cient epigram repented by Christ, l)r. 
Talmage illustrates the folly of being

particular

things while neglectful of vast con- 
cerns. The text in Matthew 2:t:24, "\ e 
blind guides, which strain at a gnat 
and swallow u camel." 


A proverb is compact wisdom, knowl- 


edge in chunks, a library in a sentence, 
the electricity of 
many clouds dis- 


charged in one bolt, a river put through 
& mill race. When Christ quotes the 
proverb of the text, He means to set 
forth the ludicrous behavior of those 
who make a great bluster about small 
Bins and have no appreciation of great 
ones. In my text a small insect and a 
large quadruped are brought into com- 
p'arison—a gnat and 
a camel. 
You 


have in museum or ou the desert seen 
the latter, a great awkward, sprawl- 
ing creature, with back two stories 
high and stomach having a collection 
of reservoirs for desert travel, nn ani- 
mal forbidden to the .lews as food, and 
in many literatures entitled "the ship 
of the desert." The gnat spoken of in 
the text is in the grub form. It is born 
in pool or pond, after a few weeks be- 
comes a chrysalis, and then after u few 
ilays becomes the gnat as we recognixe 
it. But the insect spoken of in the text 
is in its very smallest shape, and it yet 
inhabits the water, for my text is a mis- 
print, and ought to read "strain out <i 
gnat." 


.My text shows you the prince of in- 


consistencies. A man, after long ob- 
servation, who has formed the. &uspi- 
cion that in a cupful of water he is 
about to drink, there is a grub or the 
grandparent of a gnat, lie goes and 
gets a sieve or a strainer. He takes the 
water and pours it through the sieve in 
the broad light. He says: "1 would 
rather do anything almost than drink 
this water until this larva be extir- 
pated." This water is brought under 
inquisition. The experiment is suc- 
cessful. The water rushes through the. 
Sieve and leaves against the side of the 
eieve the grub or gnat. Then the man 
carefully removes the insect, and drinks 
the water in placidity. But going out 
one day, and hungry, he devours a 
"ship of the desert," the camel, which 
the Jews were forbidden to eat. The 
gastronomer has no compunctions of 
conscience. He suffers from no indi- 
gestion. He puts the lower jaw under 
the camel's forefoot, and his upper jaw- 
over the. hump of the camel's back, and 
gives one swallow and the dromedary 
disappears forcer. H« srtraifiecVout a 
gnat, he swallowed a camel. 


While Christ's audience was yet 


smiling at the appositcness and wit of 
his illustration—for smile they did, un- 
-Jess they were too stupid to understand 
the hyperbole—Christ practically said 
to them: "That is you." 
Punctilious 


about small things; reckless about af- 
fairs of great magnitude. No subject 
rver winced1 under a surgeon's knife 
more bitterly than did the. Pharisees 
under Christ's scalpel of truth. As tin 
anatomist will take a human body to 
pieces and put the pieces under a mi- 
croscope for examination, so Christ 
linds His way to the heart of the dead 
Pharisee and cuts it out and puts it, 
under the glass of inspection for all 
generations to examine. Those Phari- 
sees thought, that Christ would flatter 
them and compliment them, and how 
they must have writhed under the. red- 
hot words as He said: "Ye fools, ye 
whited sepulehcrs, ye blind 
guides,

which strain out a gnat and swallow a 
camel." 


There are in our day a great many 


gnats strained out and a. great many 
camels swallowed, and it is the object 


' ef tin's sermon to sketch a few persons 


who are extensively engaged in that 
business. 


First, I remark that all those minis- 


ters of: the. Gospel who are very scrupu- 
lous about the conventionalities of re- 
ligion, but put no particular stress up- 
on matters of vast importance, 
arc 


photographed in the text. Church serv- 
ices ought to lie grave and 
solemn. 


There is no room for frivolity in re- 
ligious convocation, but there are il- 
lustrations, and there, are hyperboles 
like that of Christ in the text that will 
irradiate with smiles any intelligent 
audience. There are men like those 
blind guides of the text who advocate 
only those, things in religious service 
which draw the corners of the month 
down and denounce all those tilings 
which have a tendency to draw the cor- 
ners of the mouth up, and these men 
will go to installations, and to pres- 
byteries, and to conferences, and to as- 
sociations, their pockets full 
of 
line, 


sieves to strain out the gnats, while in 
their own churches at home every Sun- 
day there are 50 people sound asleep. 
They make their churches a great 
dormitory, and their somniferous ser- 
mons are a cradle and the drawled out 
hymns a lullaby, while some wakeful 
soul in a pew, with her fun, keeps the 
flies off unconscious persons 
approxi- 


mate. Now, 1 say it is worse to sleep in 
church than to smile ift church, for the 
latter implies at least attention, while 
the former implies the indifference erf 


: 
the hearers and the stupidity of the 
(speaker. 


In old age, or from physical inlirm- 


ity, or from long watching with the 
Kick, drowsiness will sometimes over- 
power one, but when a minister of the 
Gospel looks off upon an audience and 
finds healthy and intelligent people 
itruggling with drowsiness it is time 
for him to give out the doxology or 
pronounce the benediction. The great 
fault of church services to-day is not. 
too much vivacity, but too much som- 
nolence. The one is an irritating gnat 
that ihay be easily strained out, the 
oth«r is a great .sprawling and, sleepy- 


eyed camel of the dry desert. In all our 
Sabbath schools, in 
all our 
I'.ible 


classes, in all our pulpits, we need to 
brighten up our religious message with 
such Christlike vivacity as we find in 
the text. 


1 take down from my library the biog- 


raphies of ministers and writers of the 
past ages, inspired and uninspired, who 
have done the most to bring souls to 
Jesus Christ, and I find that, without 
a single exception, they 
consecrated 


their wit and their humor to Christ. 
Elijah used it when he advised the 
Uaalites, as they could not make their 
god respond, to cull louder, as their god 
might be sound asleep or gone a-hunt- 
ing. Job used it when he said to his 
self-conceited comforters: 
"Wisdom 


will die with you." Christ not only used 
it in the text, but when He ironically 
complimented the, corrupt 
Pharisee, 


saying: "The whole need not a physi- 
cian," and when, by one word, He de- 
scribed the. cunning of Herod, saying: 
"Go ye, and tell that fox." Matthew 
Henry's commentaries from the lirst 
page'to the last confiscated with humor 
as slimmer clouds with heat lightning. 


John Huuyan's writings are us full of 


humor as they are of saving truth, and 
there is not an aged man here who has 
ever read "Pilgrim's Progress" who 
does not remember that while reading 
it he smiled as often as he wept. Chrys- 
ostom, George Herbert, Robert South, 
GeorgeWhitefield, Jeremy Taylor, Row- 
land Hill, Ashael Nettletoou, Charles G. 
Finne'y and all the men of the p:ist who 
greatly advanced the kingdom of God 
consecrated their wit and their humor 
to the cause of Christ. So it has been in 
all the ages, and I say to all our young 
theological students, sharpen 
your 


wits until they are as keen as seimitcrs 
and then take them into this holy war. 
It is a very short bridge between a smile 
and a tear, a suspension bridge from eye 
to lip, and 'it is soon crossed over, and 
a smile is sometimes just as sacred as a 
tear. There is as much religion, and, 1 
think, a little more, in a spring morn- 
ing than iu' a starless midnight. 
Ke- 


ligious work without any humor or wit 
in it is a banquet with a side' of beef, 
and that raw, and no condiments and no 
dessert succeeding. People will not sit 
down to such a banquet. By all means 
remove all frivolity and ail pathos and 
all lightness and vulgarity. Strain them 
out through the sieve of holy discrimi- 
nation, but, on the other hand, beware 
of that monster which overshadows Hie 
Christian cliurch to-da\—conventional- 
ity—coming up from the great Sahara 
desert of ecclesiaslicism, having on its 
back a hump of sanctimonious gloom, 
and vehemently refuse, to swallow that 
camel. 


Oh, how particular a great many peo- 


ple are about the infinitesimals while 
they are quite reckless about, t he magni- 
tudes! What did Christ say? Did He. 
not excoriate the people in his time \yho 
were so careful to wash their hands bo- 
fore a meal, but did not wash 
1 licit 
1 


hearts'.' It is a. bad thing to have un- 
clean hands. It is a worse thing to have, 
an unclean heart. 
How many people 


there are in our time who'arc very an<c- 
JOUB that after-their tl«atb.Al«y »uallbe 
buried with their faces toward the. east, 
and not at all anxious that during their 
whole life they should face in the right 
direction, so that they shall come up in 
the resurrection of the just, whichever 
way they are buried! How many there 
are chiefly anxious that a minister of 
the Gospel shall come in the Hue of 
apostolic succession, not caring so 
much whether he comes from Apostle 
Paul or Apostle, Judas! They have a 
way of measuring a gnat until it is 
larger than a camel. 


Again, my subject, photographs all 


those who are abhorrent of small sins 
while they are reckless in regard 
to 


magnificent 
thefts. 
You will 
find 


many a merchant who. while he is so 
careful that, he would not take a yard 
of cloth or a spool of cotton from the 
counter without paying for it, and who, 
if a bank cashier should make a mistake 
and send in a roll of bills iive, dollars too 
much, would dispatch a messenger in 
hot haste to return the surplus, yet who 
will go into a stock company, in which 
after awhile he gets control of the 
stock, and then waters the stock and 
makes $100,000 appear like 
$!iO(),000. 


He only stole $100,000 by the operation. 
Many of the men of fortune made their 
wealth in that way. 


One of those men engaged in such un- 


righteous acts that evening, the evening 
of the very day when he watered the 
stock, will find a wharf rat stealing a 
daily paper from the basement doorway 
and Will go out and catch the urchin by 
the collar and twist the collar so tightly 
the poor fellow has no power to say that 
il was thirst for knowledge that led him 
to the dishonest act, but grip the collar 
tighter and tighter, saying: 
"1 have 


been looking for i'O" a lonff while. You 
slole my paper four or live times, 
haven't you, you miserable wretch?" 
And then the old stock gambler, with a 
voice they can hear three blocks, will 
cry out: 
"Police, police!" That same 


man the evening of the day in which he 
watered the, stock will kneel with his 
family fn •ptnyetsiiml thank God for the 
prosperity of the day, then kisshischil- 
dren good night with an 
air which 


seems to say: "I hope you all will grow 
up to be as good as your father."' Pris- 
ons for sins inscctile in size, but palaces 
for crimes dromedarian. No mercy for 
sins animalcule in proportion, but great 
leniency for mastodon iniquity. A poor 
boy slyly takes from the basket of a 
market 'woman a choke pear—saving 
some one. else from the cholera—and 
yx)U smother him in the horrible at- 
mosphere of Pnymond street jail or 
Xcw York tombs, while his cousin, who 
has been skillful enough to steal $50,000 
from the city, you make a candidate for 
the state legislature. 


There is a good deal of 
uneasiness 


and nervousness now among some peo- 
ple in our time who have got unright- 
eous fortunes—a great deal of uneasi- 
ness about dynamite. I tell them that 
God will put under their unrighteous 
fortunessomethingmorc explosive than 
dynamite—the earthquake of His om- 
nipotent indignation. 
It is time that 


we learn in America that sin is not ex- 
cusable in proportion as it, declares 
large dividends and has outriders in 
equipage. Many a man is riding to per- 
dition, postilion ahead and lackey be- 
hind. To steal one copy of a newspa- 


per is a gnat; to steal niuny thousands 
of dollars is a camel. There is many a 
fruit dealer who would not consent to 
steal a basket of peaches from a neigh- 
bor's sfall, but who would not scruple 
to depress the fruit market, and as long 
as 1 can remember we have heard every 
summer the peach crop of Maryland is 
a failure, and by the time the crop 
comes in the misrepresentation makes 
a difference of millions of dollars. A 
man who would not steal one basket of 
peaches steals 50,00(1 baskets of peaches. 


Go down into the public library, in 


the reading-rooms, and see the newspa- 
per reports of the crops from all parts 
of the country, and their phraseology is 
very much the same, and the same men 
wrote them, methodically and 
infa- 


mously carrying out the huge lying 
about the grain crop from year to year 
and for a score of years. After awhile 
there will be a "corner" in the wheat 
market', and the men who had a con- 
tempt for petty theft will burglarise 
the wheat bin of a nation and commit 
larceny upon the American corn crib. 
Andsomeof the men will sit in churches 
and in reformatory institutions tiying 
to strain out the small gnats of scoun- 
drelism, while in their grain elevators 
and in their storehouses they are fat- 
tening- large camels which they expect 
after awhile to swallow. Society has to 
be entirely reconstructed on this sub- 
ject. We are to find that a sin is inex- 
cusable in proportion as it is great. I 
know in our time the tendency is to 
charge religious frauds upon good men. 
They say: "Oh, what a host of frauds 
yon have in the church of God in this 
ilay'." And whoa the elder of a church, 
or a deacon, or a minister i>f the Gospel, 
or a superintendent of'a Sabbath school 
turns out a defaulter, what display 
heads there are in many of the newspa- 
pers!

pica. 
"Another Saint Absconded," 


"Clerical Sconndrelism," "Keligion at a 
Discount," "Shame on the Churches," 
while there arc a thousand scoundrels 
outside the church to one inside the 
:-hurch, and the misbehavior of those 
who ne\cr set- the inside of a c h u r c h 
is so great that it us enough to tempt 
a man to become a Christian to get out 
of their company. I'ut in all circles, 
religious and irreligious, the tendency 
is to excuse sin in proportion as it is 
mammoth. 
Kven John Milton in his 


"Paradise Lost," while he condemns 
Satan, gives such a grand description of 
him you have hard work to withhold 
your admiration. 
Oh. this straining 


out of small sins like gnats and this 
gulping down great iniquities likecafn- 
cls! 


This subject does not give the picture 


of one or two persons, but is a gallery in 
which thousands of people may bee 
their likenesses. For instance, all those 
people who, while they would not rob 
their neighbors of a. farthing, appropri- 
ate the money and the. treasure of the 
public. A man has a house to sell, and 
he tells his customer it >s worth $L'0,- 
000. 
Next day the assessor eoiiicr 


around and the owner says it is worth 
$15,000. The government of the United 
States took oil' the tax from personal 
income, among other reasons, because 
so few people would tell tin: truth, and 
many a man with an income of hun- 
dreds of dollars a day mnde statements 
which seemed to imply he was about to 
be handed over to the overseers of the 
poor. Caret ul to pay their passage from 
Liverpool to Xcw York, yet smuggling 
in their Saratoga trunk ten silk dresses 
from Paris and a half do/cn watches 
from Geneva, Switzerland, telling the 
custom house olliccr on the wharf: 
"There is nothing in that t r u n k but 
wearing apparel," and putting a five- 
dollar gold piece in his hand'to punctu- 
ate the statement. 


Described in the text are all those 


who are particular never to break the 
law of grammar and who want all their 
language an elegant specimen of syn- 
tax, straining out till the inaccuracies 
of speech with a fine sieve of literary 
criticism, while, through their conversa- 
tion go slander and innuendo and pro- 
fanity and falsehood larger than 
a 


whole caravan of camels, when they 
might better fracture every law of the 
language and shock their intellectual 
taste, and better let every verb seek in 
vain for its nominative and every noun 
for its government, and let every prepo- 
sition lose its way in-the sentence, and 
adjectives and participles and pro- 
nouns get into a grand riot worthy of 
the Fourth ward of New York on elec- 
tion day, than to commit a moral inac- 
curacy. 
Better swallow a 
thousand 


gnats than one camel. 
j$ 


Such persons arc also desciflied in 


the text who are very much alarmed 
about the small faults of others and 
have no alarm about their own great 
transgressions. There are in every com- 
munity and in every church watchdogs 
who feel called upon to keep their eyes 
on others and growl. They are full,of 
suspicious. They wonder if this man 
is not dishonest, if that man is not un- 
clean, if there is not something wrong 
about the. other man. They are always 
the first to hear of anything wrong. 
Vultures are- always the first to smell 
carrion. 
They are self-appointed de- 


tectives. I lay this down r.s a rule with- 
out any exception, th;;t tho.se people 
who have the most faults themselves 
arc most merciless in their watcliings 
of others. 
From scalp of head to sole 


ot foot they arc full of .jealousies and 
hypercriticisms, They spend their life 
in hunting for muskrats and mud 
turtles instead of hunting for Rocky 
mountain eagles, always for something 
mean instead of something grand. 
They look at their neighbors' imper- 
fections through a microscope and look 
tit their own imperfections through a 
{telescope upside down. Twenty faults 
of their own do not hurt them so much 
us one fault of somebody else. Their 
neighbors' imperfections are like gnats, 
and they strain chemo^it; Iheirown im- 
perfections are. like camels, and they 
swallow them. 


But lest too many might think they 


escape the scrutiny of the text, 1 have 
to tell you that we all come under the 
Divine satire when we make the ques- 
tions of time- more prominent than the 
questions of eternity. Come, now, let 
us all go into the confessional. Are not 
all tempted to make the question: 
Where shall I live now? greater than 
the question: 
Where shall 1 live for- 


ever'.' 
How shall 1 tret, »no»:e dollars 


here? greater than the question: How 
shall 1 lay up treasures in Heaven? The 
question': 
How shall 1 pay my debts 


to man? greater than the question: 
How shall 1 meet my obligations to 
God? The question: How shall 1 gain 
the world? greater than the question: 
What if 1 lose my soul? The question: 
Why did God let sin come into the 
world? greater than thequefction: How 
shall 1 get it extirpated from my 
nature? The question: What shall 1 
do with the. L'O or 40 or TO years of my 
sub-lunar existence? greater than the 
question: What shall 1 do with the mil- 
lions of cycles of my post terrestrial 
existence.? 
Time—how small it 
is! 


Idci-nity—how vast it is! The former 
more insignificant in comparison with 
the latter than a gnat is insignificant 
when compared with a camel. 
We 


dodged the text. We said: "That does 
not mean me, and that docs not mean 
me," and wit ha ruinous benevolence we 
are giving the whole sermon away. 


But let us all surrender to 
the 


charge. What an ado about thing* 
here! 
What poor preparation for 


great, eternity! As though a minnow 
were larger than a behemoth, as thougl 
a swallow took wider circuit than ai 
albatross, as though a nettle were talle 
than a Lebanon cedar, as though a gna 
were greater than a camel, as thougl 
a minute were longer than a century 
as though time were higher, deepci 
broader than eternity. 
So the tex 


which flashed with lightning of wit as 
Christ uttered it is followed by tin- 
crashing thunders of a w f u l catastrophe 
to those who make the questions of 
time greater than the questions of the 
future, the, oncoming, overshadowing 
future. Oh! Eternity F.lernity! F.ler- 
nitv!

Careful scru- 
tiny of the figures, however, shows the 
United States and Japan are increasing 
their trade in fhe orient ut a marvelous 
rate, and this increase-, is directly at 
the expense of Great I'.ritaiu, France 
and Germany.

kindly act of a little girl.

live years ago today—on July 82. 
1864—Mr. Chase was a prisoner of 
war, 
marching' through the streets 


of Atlanta, Ga., at the point of a bay- 
onet. 
Mr. Chase was a member of 


company K, Twelfth Indiana volun- 
teer infantry, and with others was 
captured by the confederates under 
General Hood. As the prisoners were 
inarching through the streets of At- 
lanta under the blazing1 hot sun a 
little girl ten or twelve years of age 
stood looking at them with open- 
eyed wonderment. 
The men were

general overhauling and rebuilding 
of the valves and smaller parts of 
the machinery occurred. 
The boilei 


was strengthened by means of stay* 
bolts and its steam pressure capacity 
increased from 150 to 175 pounds. 
In fact, the entire machine has been 
so completely and carefully 
over- 


hauled that it is practically a new 
engine and is worth as much to tlii 
•ompany as a locomotive just fresh 
'rom the builder's hands. 


This engine has been renumbered 


and is now the "1563." It left the 
shops in the early part of the week 
and made its first trip over the To- 
ledo division with the local train. 
Yesterday No. 1563 was given ai! 
opportunity to "show her speed" 
and right well did she acquit herself. 
The engine hauling1 passenger trail1. 
No. G, due here at 11:55, met with 
a little accident at Keller's, forty- 


The Fort Wayne shops of the Wa- 


bash are engaged in rebuilding some 


of the 1880 Rhode Island engines, to 
be used in hauling the Continental 
limited from Detroit to Buffalo. 


In its lease ol flie southern branch 


of the Grand Trunk railway the Wa- 
bash is limited in the weight of en- 
gines and the big Barnes Columbia!1 


locomotives recently put into service 
by the company do not come withii 
that limit, hence they are "barred.' 
The "Continental" is a big, heavy 
train, scheduled higher than any 
other train running west of Buffalo, 
and to haul it across the Canadian 
peninsula the company is compelled 
to use light engines and run them 
double-header. 
This is expensive, 


both in the consumption of fuel am> 
in the employment of two engine 
crews where ordinarily one should 
suffice. 


Master Mechanic G. S. McKee and 


General Foreman D. J. Timlin have 
plans now about to be consummated, 
however, which will obviate the ex- 
pensive necessity of two engines and 
at the same time furnish better and 
faster power than is now employed 
in hauling the "flyer" on the Buffalo 
division. They conceived the idea of 
rebuilding the Rhode Island engines, 
which were built for freight service 
in 1880 and which up to the advent 
of the Barnes engines of 1898, were 
considered the best locomotives own- 
ed by the company. 
They submitted 


their plans to the higher officials 
snd were told to "go ahead" with an 
experiment. Accordingly No. 563, a 
ttn -wheeler, 
with 
fifty-four-inch 


drivers, was taken into the shops 
slid practically rebuilt. 
The cast- 


iron drivers gave place to sixty-nine- 
inch steel wheels, new frames, guides 
and guide yokes were made, a "Hous- 


five miles west of Fort Wayne, and 
could not make schedule time. When 
the word reached Mr. Timlin that 
another engine was needed to relieve 
the "cripple" he had No. 1563 "fired 
up" and run out, ready to hook onto I 
the passenger train. 
Engineer Tom 


Bloomfleld and Fireman C. F. Brad- 
bury, the local crew, who had charge 
of the engine on her initial trip, were 
in the cab. 
So was Mr. Timlin, 


whose interest in the test was

great that he could not refrain from 
making the trip. 


No. G is a fast scheduled train, con- 


sideiing the many stops it makes. 
It was fifty minutes late at this 
point, but went into Toledo just thir- 
ty-seven minutes behind schedule 
time. 
The circumstances connected 


with the tiip were not favorable to 
fast running. No. 6 stops upon be- ' 
ing signalled at every lijttle station 
along the line. Yesterday there was 
a stop at nearly every hamlet and 
cross road to takefyn or let off a pas- 
senger and the short distance be- 
tween stations prevented any great 
burst of speed. The best time, prob- 
ably, was that made east of White 
House, when a speed of a mile in 
fifty-seven seconds was attained for 
a considerable distance. 


Engineer Bloomfield is enthusiastic 


in his praise of No. 1563. He says 
she steams well and gathers speed 
as well as any of the modern high- 
class engines, and is the best bal* 
anced and easiest riding engine he 
was ever on. 


Another very impoVtant item in 


No. 1563's favor is the small amount 
of fuel she consumes. Yesterday in 
making the trip to Toledo only 4,250 
pounds of coal were consumed. Other 
engines consume between 8,000 and 
9,000 pounds in making the same 
run. 


Mr. Timlin is jubilant over the re- 


sult of the test. He says No. 1563 
can haul the Continental at the rate 
of eighty miles an hour if necessary. 


The transformation of this old en- 


gine into a modem "flyer" was ac- 
complished at a cost of about $2,000. 
less than one-fourth the cost of a j 
new engine, which would not be a 
whit more serviceable nor last a day 
longer. 
The lesult of the experi- 


ment will undoubtedly be an ordei 
to rebuild more of these engines ii! 
this manner. 
Another one, No. 


1354, is now in the hands of the ma- 
chinists and there are three or four 
more of the same class of engines 
that will probably be ordered in the 
shops for similar treatment as soon 
as the higher officials learn of No. 
1563's performance. This will mean 
an expenditure at the shops in Fort 
Wayne for this purpose alone of from 
$8,000 to $10,000, the greater por- 
tion of which will be for labor. 


No. 1563 brought No. 3 down from 


Toledo last evening, making the run 
easily and arriving at every station 
on time. 
She will probably make 


another trip or two and then go into 
the shops for a thorough cleaning 
and repainting, preparatory to going 
to the Buffalo division for service.

BUSINESS IN MANILA. 


ELIZA ARCHARD

THE

form* That Are Needed. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


MANILA, Juno 5.—No moro Ameri- 


can beer saloons are needed in Manila. 
That is the first observation I am 
moved to make in connection with tho 
subject of business openings in this 
town. 
A swarm of American saloon 


keepers came over with the Mayflower, 
so to speak, to the Philippines, and 
they have been arriving ever since, 
Beer and whisky shops, American style, 
are as plentiful here as in New York 
or San Francisco, 


If laziness be tho ideal state, then 


the old style Manila merchant led a 
sufficiently pleasant existence. In this 
hot climate it is best to bo abroad early 
in the morning. Shops and stores open 
by 7 o'clock. That was too early for 
the old time Spanish merchant, how- 
ever, so he left the morning work to 
his menials and 
subordinates. 
He 


reached his place of business at 9 or 
half past. By half past 10 began what 
is here called "cocktail time." Then 
the merchant lets up on his arduous 
labors of the morning. The heat of the 
day begins to be felt by that time. I do 
not know how many cocktails are uc-

tually drunk, but something inuct have 
started tho name. At 13 the custom 
has been to close business houses abso- 
lutely until 2. Whether this will con- 
tinue when Americans get hold re- 
mains to bo seen. 


The old time Manila merchant had 


for his motto, "Never do anything that 
you can make anybody else do." If he 
so much as desired to wash an ink stain 
from his finger, he would probably have 
clapped his hands like an "Arabian 
Nights" pasha and had a base menial 
bring him tho basin of water and towel. 
At 5 o'clock his carriage called for him, 
and he, with his interesting family, 
went to drive and listen to the music 
on the Luneta. Picturesque enough he 
looked iu his shining white suits, of 
which at least a dozen were necessary, 
a fresh one every day. His very shoes 
were white, of cool canvas, carefully 
done over with pipeclay daily to pre- 
serve their immaculate appearance. 
The pipeclaying of his master's vari- 
ous pairs of white shoes is part of the 
morning work of the Tagalo house serv- 
ant. 


Everything new and convenient and 


American is wanted here, from prompt 
and correct business methods to door 
locks that will fasten and neat little 
keys that will fit them. 
When, sooner 


or later, matters are settled here, there 
will be as fine opportunities for Ameri- 
can merchants and the investment of 
capital as at any spot of the globe. 


Between, on the one hand, the onerous 


duties, which remain precisely as they 
wero under Spanish rule, and, on the 
other, the competition of tho United 
States commissary department the civil- 
ian merchant just now has small margin 
of profit. The Spanish tariff is higher 
than that of the United States ever 
was, amounting frequently to three or 
four times the cost of the goods. It is 
enforced still. The duties are collected 
by American soldiers for our govern- 
ment. Commissary goods for the Unit- 
ed States army are admitted free of 
duty, to be bought by soldiers. But it 
is natural for n man to oblige his 
friends. 
The salesman for tho United 


States army sees no harm in letting hia 
civilian chums who are merchants have 
goods nt army rates. There is nothing 
in the Ten Commandments against i1 


The two friends whack up together 
But the civilian merchant who is not 
the ^commissary sergeant's chum and 
who lias honestly paid tho high Span- 
ish tariff on his wares finds thorn spoil- 
ing on his shelves iu this hot climate 
while tho commissary's friend offers the 
public goods at lowest. San Fmncisco 
prices. Yon can follow the result out 
for yourself, and yon do not need paper 
and pencil to work the problem either. 
Honest retail merchants have absolute- 
ly ceased to import certain lines of ar- 
ticles under these conditions. Thus not 
only the merchants outside tho ring, 
but also the government suffers many 
thousand dollars loss annually. This is 
a matter the government should attend 
to at once and either abolish altogether 
duties on goods coining frjim the States 
or straighten out its commissary de- 
partment hero.' 


Heavy losses, too, are entailed on 


American merchants in Manila by the 
actual and constant theft of goods they 
import from the States. 
I know one 


dealer who has, in plain words, been in 
the pnst fon» months robbed of wares 
Worth $10,000. They wero shipped and 
invoiced at San Francisco, tn some in- 
stances whole 
packages disappeared 


bodily; in others packages were broken 
open and part of the contents taken 
and then fastened up again, 


Whether the robberies are committed 


on fchiphoard, whether by the Chines* 
freight handlers at Hongkong or in the 
custom houses here at Manila, nobody 
knows. 
Tho things simply disappear. 


The military authorities hero do not 
hold themselves responsible for goods 
stored in the customs warehouses or 
"go downs," as storage rooms are called 
in the orient. The heaviest losses are 
on eatables and drinkables. 


Commissary merchandising and the 


loss of goods in transit from the States 
to Manila are rapidly assuming the 
proportions of a scandal. Whether any 
stealing occurs in the custom house or 
not, that institution gets the credit of 
it, and for its own sake the United 
States government ought to have a 
grand clearing up time in these depart- 
ments without saying a word about 
it, and this even mo"e for tho sake of 
the innocent than of the guilty, if there 
are any of the latter. 


Another condition works as a hard- 


ship against the business man and the 
capitalist at present. When we occu- 
pied the city, the civil courts were 
abolished. They have never been re- 
established. So far as civil law goes, 
Manila is in a elate of anarchy. There 
is no way of collecting a bill by legal 
measures and no way of enforcing a 
contract. Sufferers who appeal to the 
military authorities are told to wait 
till the courts are set up again. 
They 


have waited for months and are wait- 
ing still. Able American lawyers who 
understand tho Spanish language are 
also here waiting for the civil courts 
to reopen, but the order for it is not 
given. The insurrection must be put 
down before military attention can De 
turned to civil matter^'probably. Nev- 
ertheless it is irksome in the extreme 
to tho civilian 'who wants to go to 
work. 


I am not writing this letter to enter- 


tain or amuse my readers, but pimply 
to give information to persons to whom 
it will he useful. 
Whenever your dear 


friend comes to you with any particu- 
larly disagreeable and unwelcome piece 
of news, he always prefaces it with the 
remark that he tells you "because you 
ought to know it." Hundreds of good, 
energetic men at home and capitalists 
of moderate means are hoping and ex- 
pecting to come to Manila, hero to reap 
tho reward of industry and ability. 
Their judgment is not at fault either. 
On this round earth today there is no 
fairer, richer corner than these same 
Philippine Islands, no place where en- 
ergy, shrewdness and legitimate enter- 
prise in every shape and form are more 
needed or are surer of abundant result. 
Nature did everything for the Philip- 
pines. For this reason fate had a grudge 
lit them apparently and cursed them 
with the Spaniard. 


To the importer, capitalist and gen- 


eral business man who is looking to- 
ward Manila, therefore, the message 
must be: "Wait awhile. Wait till our 
great and good government straightens 
out this tariff tangle and clears away 
tho 
other 
impedimenta mentioned. 


Then come in with all your blessed 
Yankee vim and power and all the cap- 
ital you can spnre. Coiuo in and con- 
quer. You can doit." 


With the mechanical trades and cer- 


tain branches of small retail business 
the case is different. Any one who is a 
master of his trade can land in Manila 
with only money enough to keep him- 
self for a few months and build up a 
prosperous business. 
A journeyman 


painter reached here from Australia a 
short time ago. He understood his oc- 
cupation and set himself np us H mas- 
ter painter, hiring othets to work for 
him—natives and Chinese. There are 
plenty of mechanics in all the indus- 
trial occupations among the natives 
and Chinese, but they have no heads to 
conduct business. With his white man's 
quickness and drive the Australian 
painter forced his brown and yellow 
employees to do their work on time and 
do it right. He now has more orders 
than he can accept, and all his time is 
mortgaged weeks ahead. 


What this man did in his branch any 


other white man can do in any other 
department of skilled labor. A thorough 
knowledge of one's trade, with the 
ability to command and get the most 
and the best out of other workmen, is 
the requisite for 
complete success. 


Every occupation devoted to supplying 
the needs of ordinary life will find full 
scope for itself here. 
An American 


dressmaker would become rich, and 
cabinet maker, butcher, baker, candle-

tion, which, it is believed, will bo of 
great commercial advantage to all con- 
cdwd, anil ourselves in particular. 
From time to time there have been 
varifuni tfl'ii''ts to bring about closur 
uiimni! i''-i:il n l,itinnn among the inoiu- 
lii'i's of tlie grunt family of nations on 
this hciniiphciv. But nothing hitherto 
atlfcinpl.il in this diiectioii seems to 
have had s>o many elements of success 
IIH thin | I'opiuilion to bring together in 
a giand exhibit tho prodlicto of the in- 
ilustry raid commerce of thia half of 
the globe. As tho mime implies, the 
fair 
will be distinctively American, 


and tho indications now are that it 
will comprehend all America. Nearly 
all of the South and Central American 
states have made the preliminary ar- 
rangements for representation, niauy 
of them upon an extensive scale. 


One of the notable features of the 


exposition in which Month and Central 
Ameiica will largely contribute will be 
an ethnological exhibit. It promises to 
be materially different from anything 
hitherto attempted, embodying a repre- 
sentation of all the native races of the 
three Americas. Various types of the 
North American Indian will, of course, 
be represented, while it is expected 
that each of the South and Central 
American republics will bring at least 
one typical village of its aborigines, 
with dwellings and inhabitants com- 
plete, showing their methods of living, 
costumes, industries, modes of warfare, 
religions rites and social customs. The 
occupants of these villages will build 
their own houses on the exposition 
grounds, bring their own utensils and 
live their accustomed lives as nearly as 
may be. Thus there will be presented 
for the instruction ^of the studious and 
the entertainment of the sightseer a 
great ethnological exhibit, represent- 
ing every phase of aboriginal life from 
Tierra del Fuego northward through 
Mexico, and oven to British Columbia 
and Alaska. 


Taking time by the forelock, there 


has already been organized under the 
authorization of the exposition direc- 
tors u transportation company to facili- 
tate the 
handling of the expected 


crowds.

WASHINGTON, July IT. Tin-attention 


which one biiriviu of the btate depart- 
ment is giving to methods for promot- 
ing our commerce abroad is having a. 
good effect. 
Business men and manu- 


facturers seeliinn a market for their 
products read the consular reports reg- 
ularly to ascertain what is offered in 
the way of a foreign market. Consuls 
are Instructed to send to the state de- 
partment all information of this char- 
acter that can lie obtained. Some of 
them are very industrious and report 
not only what opportunities there are 
for the sale of American made goods, 
but furnish a great deal of information 
as to what foreign countries are doing 
in the way of exports. The method In 
which foreign countries promote their 
trade eilher in colonies or in sections 
where manufaeUirlug is not carried on 
to any great extent is fully set forth by 
those consuls who give close attention 
to the instructions of the department. 


When a line of trade in this country 


desires information, a request is made 
at the state department that consular 
olllei-rs he directed to furnish it and re- 
sults in reports covering that particu- 
lar subject. These directions are not 
given by the state department unless 
the line of trade and the possibilities 
of a l>i'; export business following are 
suiliciciit to warrant the making of a 
ispecial order for the purpose of ascer- 
taining Ih-- information.

MANILA, June 8.—There isoneaeri- 


ous handicap that is irksome and an- 
noying to the free American who would 
exploit himself here, and that ia the 
tax on all kinds of labor. Under the 
Spanish rule every human being was 
"fined for wanting to work." Every 
mechanic and peddler, down to the old 
woman who sells peanuts on tk» 
streets, was obliged to pay tho Spanish 
government a good round sum yearly 
for the privilege of doing so. This waa 
collected each three months ia advance 
regularly and inexorably. 


When tho Americans got possession, 


the iniquitous system was continued 
precisely as it had been maintained. 
Tho poor natives saw they were appar- 
ently no better off under American 
nuirfteiv than they had been under Span- 
ish lines. It may well bo that thia very 
thing hud its share in egging on the 
Tugalos to the desperate outbreak of 
Feb. 4. Death itself was no worse than 
slavery—nay, it was better, a thou- 
sand times better. 


It will be some time before the na- 


tive can be made to understand that 
the Americans are his friends and will 
treat him fairly, yet this is tho only 
way out for us after he is whipped. 


At present the most loyal American 


civilian who is endeavoring to establish 
himself in business hern has np hill work 
of it. Between tho old Spanish civil reg- 
ulations that are still enforced and the 
orders of the United States military 
authorities there are times when he 
finds lit'o not worth living. Two days 
ago, for instance, laclios and gentlemen 
who wore driving in their carriages 
wero stopped in the street and ordered 
to pay u tax on their vehicles. 
The 


thing was thus sprung on them unex- 
pectedly, and henceforth the owner of 
a two wheeler hero must pay $1.60 on 
it every three months in advance and 
for a four wheeled carriage $8 quarter- 
ly in advance. The street cars are BO 
wretched and infrequent and the linea 
go few that n carriage is a necessity to 
tho merchant or man who must go to 
his office daily. It is unfortunate that 
these taxes, licenses, customs duties, 
etc., fall with most onerous weight ex- 
actly on those civilians who are the 
best friends of the United States gov- 
ernment ai-d who wish nothing more 
ardently than that it may succeed in all 
its undertakings here, and that quick- 
ly. Matters should bo made as easy aa 
possible for such as these. A military 
government, even where it is an abso- 
lute iiecehsity and where it is adminis- 
tered as gently as possible, is not easy 
or convenient to live under. Manila 
is as safe an Boston now, and the sever- 
ity of the soldier's rule might well bft 
relaxed somewhat.
